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Outa Lappies (Mr Jan Schoeman) 

Artist, philosopher and activist (1929? - 7 July 2011)

It's impossible to describe, in a short 
tribute to this remarkable man, the 
extent of his vision, art and the ideals 
that guided his long and complex life. 

Outa died from burn wounds on Thurs- 
day July 7, after his patchwork coat - 
familiar to his thousands of friends and 
acquaintances in South Africa and 
abroad - caught fire. He was preparing to 
go into town, Prince Albert, 45 kms 
away, to do business. He fed his cats, 
strays all, then made a small fire to heat 
water for washing. As he turned, the tail 
of his coat caught fire. 

He was taken to Prince Albert hospital 
with 80% burns, fully conscious, greet- 
ing everyone gallantly as was his way. 
From there he was transferred by air am- 
bulance to the burn unit at the George 
Hospital, but he died shortly after admis- 



For the last 10 years he lived outside the 
town where he fought many battles for 
acceptance. His long-ago struggles 
against eviction from his home in Prince 
Albert, resulting in a personal march to 
Parliament, are documented in newspa- 
per articles by outsiders who were the 
first to acknowledge him as a man to be 
reckoned with for his art, his philoso- 
phies and his principles. 

The myth that he lived in a tree is only 
partly true. For some years he was given 
refuge in a garden in de Beer Street, 
where he slept beneath an aged pear tree 
festooned with his lanterns and laundry. 
But his residency, wherever he lived, 
was always tenuous and he moved from 
place to place, eventually to a derelict 
farmhouse 20kms outside Prince Albert, 
and finally to a railway cottage at Prince 
Albert Road Station, where the train 
doesn't stop any more.

He told how his father, an itinerant sheep- 
shearer, taught him to "make something 
out of nothing" and this became the guid- 
ing principle of his life. 

Outa's beliefs were manifest in his now- 
famous embroideries documenting his 
wanderings through the country, by some 
reckonings a staggering 16 000 kms. These 
he called his "chapters" and they depicted 
his philosophies and his life's journey. His 
art also expressed itself with scrap metal, 
broken glass, reeds, feathers and other 
found objects, chiefly in small lanterns, 
and his now iconic "karretjies" or wagons, 
which he gave away, or sold, or, once a 
year, trailed behind him on a ceremonial 
ride into town to deposit money in the bank 
for his daughter's birthday. She, seated 
aloft in a cart yoked to Outa's shoulders, a 
princess for the day. 

His coat, patched together with scrap fabric 
and lined with hessian, was made and worn 
as a stand against those who ridicule 
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poverty - like the people who laughed so 
many years ago, when his young cousin 
went to church in Klaarstroom in rags. 

Outa documented his life in a file bulging 
with personal records, which included 
letters from countless friends around the 
world who, once they'd met him, never 
forgot the patchwork philosopher of the 
Karoo. His work has hung in museums 
and private collections abroad for years, 
and Cherie Blair and the queen of Swe- 
den were both recipients of one of his 
famous karreties. He was also included in 
an exhibition on outsider art in Norway, 
where a brief documentary was made of 
his work. 

In 2001 he was named Western Cape 
Tourism Personality of the Year, an ac- 
colade which made little difference to his 
life which was lived in poverty to the 
end. 

Outa Lappies was buried in Prince Albert 
on July 16, following a moving service 
with songs and many personal tributes, 
at the AGS Church which was overflow- 
ing with friends, and 23 family members 
from all over the country. 

There are plans to create a museum at the 
little house on the station, recording his 
life and work. Donations can be made to 
the PA Educational & Heritage Trust, 
Account number 9079310467, at ABSA 
Prince Albert branch code 334-708 using 
as the reference OUTA.

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Fracking is Risky Business 



rhe Mercury of 21 July 2011 com- 
mented, "Two Karoo farmers who 
recently visited fracking fields in the US 
have returned to say that, from what they 
saw, if fracking goes ahead in the Karoo, 
our underground water will become con- 
taminated. 

The technique of horizontal fracking is 
still new and has not been perfected. 
Even with the best practices, accidents 



happen. In an arid country, likely to 
become drier with climate change, the 
risk is too great. The implications for the 
rural economy, and our food security, are 
serious. The government has to decide by 
next month whether to give Shell and 
other gas companies the go-ahead to frack 
for gas. They should not be held to that 
deadline. The moratorium on fracking 
should be extended indefinitely."

ITf' aren Armstrong is a religious 
JL zL. historian and an author and com- 
mentator on comparative religion. In 
2008 she called for the drawing up of a 
Charter for Compassion, in the spirit of 
the Golden Rule, to identify shared moral 
priorities across religious traditions. The 
Charter was unveiled the following year. 

'The principle of compassion lies at the 
heart of all religious, ethical and spiritual 
traditions, calling us always to treat all 
others as we wish to be treated ourselves. 
Compassion impels us to work tirelessly 
to alleviate the suffering of our fellow 
creatures, to dethrone ourselves from the 
centre of our world and put another there, 
and to honour the inviolable sanctity of 
every single human being, treating every- 
body, without exception, with absolute 
justice, equity and respect. 

It is also necessary in both public and 
private life to refrain consistently and 
empathically from inflicting pain. To act 
or speak violently out of spite, chauvin- 
ism, or self-interest, to impoverish, ex- 
ploit or deny basic rights to anybody, and 
to incite hatred by denigrating others — 
even our enemies — is a denial of our 
common humanity. We acknowledge that 
we have failed to live compassionately 



and that some have even increased the 
sum of human misery in the name of 
religion. 

We therefore call upon all men and 
women ~ to restore compassion to the 
centre of morality and religion ~ to return 
to the ancient principle that any interpre- 
tation of scripture that breeds violence, 
hatred or disdain is illegitimate ~ to en- 
sure that youth are given accurate and 
respectful information about other tradi- 
tions, religions and cultures ~ to encour- 
age a positive appreciation of cultural and 
religious diversity ~ to cultivate an in- 
formed empathy with the suffering of all 
human beings - even those regarded as 
enemies. 

We urgently need to make compassion a 
clear, luminous and dynamic force in our 
polarised world. Rooted in a principled 
determination to transcend selfishness, 
compassion can break down political, 
dogmatic, ideological and religious 
boundaries. Born of our deep interde- 
pendence, compassion is essential to 
human relationships and to a fulfilled 
humanity. It is the path to enlightenment, 
and indispensable to the creation of a 
just economy and a peaceful global

Personal Letter to the Mayor 

As a house owner in Prince Albert 
for 15 years and someone who is 
passionate about the people and the 
place, I have noticed a disturbing ten- 
dency which is on the increase, espe- 
cially noticeable in the past 18 months 
and that is the number of young children 
on the streets, particularly over week- 
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ends, pestering visitors and tourists for 
money and food. 

As someone who comes frequently but 
does not live here permanently, I am tar- 
geted by them because of my car's num- 
ber plate and possibly my "buitestaander, 
stadsjapie" look and dress. 

The worst spots are around the CBD area 
of town and the supermarket at the en- 
trance. Our house opposite the library and 
municipality and next to the post office is 
also targeted. It has now happened too 
often to ignore, children climbing over 
our gate to get into the property while we 
are resident - I suspect for petty and op- 
portunistic stealing. 

Prince Albert is the gem of the Karoo. It 
has a small enough and caring enough 
community to put an end to this trend 
where children are being taught the cul- 
ture of hand-outs and being victims, 
rather then the spirit of work, discipline 
and self worth. 

On hearing of your success in the munici- 
pal election I took heart to contact you 



and bring this to your attention. A visit to 
the local welfare office clearly demon- 
strated the shortage of resources, staff and a 
champion for this cause. 

The Paarl, Wellington area where I come 
from has more complex social issues to 
deal with but has been successful in getting 
children off the streets and back to school 
and educational programs. In Cape Town 
people dining out at certain establishments 
make a small contribution to the street chil- 
dren's fund. What is different here is that I 
suspect that most children begging in 
Prince Albert actually have homes to go to 
at night. 

I do believe there are champions in the 
town who care enough to support your 
council in taking on this issue and stopping 
what appears to be an ever-increasing pro- 
blem. I don't believe it is the police's duty 
to see to this. 

I also suggest that fliers are given out at 
guesthouses, posters placed at shops and 
restaurants, asking visitors not to "feed" 
this habit. If my mother had not taken the 
trouble to visit the social welfare office, we 



would not have known of the existing 
attempts to put a stop to it. 

All the best with your term, may you 
have the wisdom to truly lead Prince Al- 
bert to a fair, equitable and well run town, 
without losing what makes it a special 
and magical place.

Sagittarius, makliker herkenbaar as v n 
teepot, is nou hoog oor ons koppe en 
huisves v n hele aantal uitstaande hemels- 
voorwerpe soos oop en bolvormige ster- 
rehopies, gasnewels en galaksies wat al 
met v n verkyker opgespoor kan word, 
verkieslik vanuit v n liggende posisie. 

Volmaan is die nag van die llde Au- 
gustus en Nuwe Maan is op die 29 ste 
Augustus, met die Maan naby die aarde 
(perigeum) op v n afstand van 360,858

Oktober weer vroeg soggens te verskyn. 

In die Suide kan mens aan die verskui- 
wing van die Suiderkruis na wes waar- 
neem hoe die sterrebeelde van oos na wes 
om die Hemelsuidpool draai.

Dit was die jare van die 
Groot Depressie en die Groot Droogte.

Ons verkies om 
te glo dit dui op Geloof in God wat voor- 
sien. Baie mense het hier 'n heenkome 
gevind, selfs die kinders het 'n ietsie ver- 
dien met die optel van klippies vir die 
betonmengsel. In ligter luim wil ons vra, 
het u ook die storie gehoor dat hulle op 
die damvloer duidelike tekens van olie 
gekry het?

Gamkapoortdam is in 1967 voltooi. Inge- 
nieur Best was aan die hoof van hierdie 
onderneming by die samevloeiing van die 
Gamka en Dwyka. Wat mens oor hierdie 
dam kan wonder, is of iemand van die 
slim en groot name dan nie iets kon uit- 
dink wat vir Prince Albert ook 'n paar 
emmers water (of 'n geldjie vir vorentoe) 
uit die dam kon kry nie?

Die poging om die flessie van 1860 te 
vind, het in 'n stadium onuitvoerbaar 
gelyk. Daar is gevrees dat breekwerk 
rondom die hoeksteen die kerk se 
struktuur sou verswak. Na drie 
onsuksesvolle pogings bogronds, is 
egter onder die kerkvloer op 'n 
gangetjie afgekom wat na die area van 
die hoeksteen gelei het. Daar is egter 
geen definitiewe weg gevind na die 
plek waar die houer gebere is nie. Die 
gevoel het posgevat dat die houer met 
kosbaarhede 'n storie was. 

Ds Johan Botes, in 1991 leraar van die

Toe die flessie met dokumente agter 
die hoeksteen van die NG Kerk 
Prins Albert na 130 jaar opgegrawe is, 
was daar sekerheid!

The Prince Albert Cultural Founda- 
tion's AGMs are never boring. 
Apart from revealing the quiet achieve- 
ments of the Foundation itself, what is 
going on in and around Prince Albert and 
elsewhere in the Karoo invariably comes 
to light. 

On July 12th co-authors, Darryl David 
and Philippe Menache were guest speak- 
ers at the AGM, and presented a sumptu- 
ous slideshow of "101 Country Churches 
of South Africa", the title of their book. 
But there was more: Darryl is the founder 
of Book Town, a tourist mecca for biblio- 
philes, based on his original concept of 
'literary tourism'. 

To realise his dream, he instinctively 
looked to the Karoo, a place generally 
impoverished, where property was 
cheaper, but where a rich heritage of ar- 
chitecture existed. With little financial 
resources, he needed to avoid towns 
where the big names in the property mar- 
ket had already hung out their boards. 

While searching for the ideal town, he 
discovered the wealth of country 
churches which he photographed as he 
went along. He finally settled on Rich- 
mond, a town where the main street is 



only 500 metres from the Nl highway. 

To launch his project with a fanfare of pub- 
licity, he needed to find a 'star', a role 
which was filled by the actor, the late Pat- 
rick Mynhardt (Oom Schalk Lourens). It 
was to be the actor's last visit to the Karoo. 
What happened next needed courage as it 
was a leap in the dark, but Darryl was up to 
it and an annual book festival every Octo- 
ber, entitled "Boekbedonderd", hit the right 
spot (despite the title ruffling a few uptight 
feathers). The project has gained momen- 
tum and now attracts huge numbers. For 
this year's October festival in Richmond, 
30 writers strong will be launching and 
presenting their books. 

Darryl acknowledges that he is an Olive 
Schreiner fanatic, and hosts a festival in her 
name in July every year. This year he real- 
ised a wish: to climb Buffelskop near Cra- 
dock to her gravesite. But not content with 
the above-mentioned achievements, he is 
host to the J M Coetzee festival every May 
in Richmond, and founder of the Midlands 
meander in Natal every August. 

After the start of Book Town, Philippe the 
co-author, who had independently been 
photographing churches around the coun- 
try, saw an article on Darryl in Country 
Life in 2008. It was inevitable that they 
should join forces, and their combined en-

deavour took over a year, writing the text, 
looking for a publisher, and dealing with 
setbacks - Darryl' s laptop with some 
irreplaceable images was stolen at a cru- 
cial time. Their self-published book is a 
tribute to their passion and determination 
to bring their project into reality. 

Philippe's enthusiasm is infectious. His 
response to churches is probably what 
many of us feel but do not explore: 
church architecture can express a power- 
ful uplifting quality. He found that church 
architecture greatly enhances the town- 
scapes he visited, often being located on 
the main square or at the end of a T- 
junction, such as in Prince Albert. 

He cited some of the architects who had 
created the designs for Dutch Reformed 
churches being shown: W H Ford whose 
flowery Gothic church graces Hanover; 
Carl Otto Hager, whose pinnacled 
churches can be seen in Ladysmith and 
other places; Welshman and Reed, St. 
Martins in Cradock, and the church in 
Colesberg. 

Herman Kallenbach designed the church 
in Laingsburg, where the height of the 
flood is marked for posterity. Charles 
Freeman, the church in Graaff Reinet, 
Sutherland and Beaufort West; R. Gais- 
ford, the churches in Robertson, Calvinia 
and Nieuwoudtville; F W Hesse, the 
churches in Steytlerville and Petrusville. 

The Anglican bishop's wife, Sophie 
Grey, is credited with the design of forty 
churches including Beaufort West, Cra- 
dock, Fraserburg, Graaff Reinet and St 
Jude's Oudtshoorn. 

Darryl David and Philippe Menache are 
to be complimented on drawing attention 
to the extraordinary legacy of church 
architecture in the rural towns around the 
country. Although the inspiration of 
many of the designs is from western 
models, there is no doubting the original- 
ity and individualism of the architects, 
freed from the binding constraints of tra- 
ditional church architecture in Europe, 
and who designed in the liberating envi- 
ronment of remote towns and the young 
culture of the times.

- PARRA Committee - 

Little has been known about Ward 
Committees in the past and even 
less has been understood. However, from 
September, they will be operating as they 
should under the direction of the new 
Ward councillors. Intended to form an 
unbiased communication channel be- 
tween the municipality and the commu- 
nity, Ward Committees are, in theory, an 
excellent idea. But their success will de- 
pend largely on (a) the level of input 
from the community and (b) the commit- 
ment of the local organisations serving 
on them. 

In short the purposes of a ward commit- 



tee are to: 

• get better participation from the com- 
munity to inform council decisions 

• make sure there is more effective 
communication between the council 
and the community 

• assist the Ward Councillor with con- 
sultation and report-back to the com- 
munity. 

It also includes a say in the preparation of 
the budget and on the municipal audit 
committee. 

Ward Committees will meet regularly 
under the Ward Councillor. They will 
comprise representatives from each or- 



ganisation in the ward, e.g. Cultural Foun- 
dation, Tourism, churches, Ratepayers' & 
Residents' Association (PARRA), farmers, 
etc. Any matter concerning that ward may 
be raised at the meeting whether it be 
streetlights, potholes, gangsters, drainage, 
drugs, security, rubbish removal or what- 
ever. Each issue will be conveyed to the 
appropriate municipal committee for in- 
vestigation. If, for example, the concern is 
related to electricity then the technical 
committee will deal with it and relay their 
recommendations to the Council for action 
to be taken. 

The PARRA looks forward to participating 
actively in these meetings as the official 
representative of ratepayers and residents 
in Wards 2, 3 and 4. Report backs will be 
posted on the Association's website and 
members are encouraged to bring their 
concerns to our attention via email 
(pa.ra@iafrica.com) or in a letter ad- 
dressed to The PARRA Secretary, 4 Leeb 
Street, Prince Albert. Together we will 
work towards encouraging a municipal 
system that is fair, efficient, and provides a 
high standard of service delivery.

Last week, Peter and I were faced 
with the conundrum of unintended 
consequences.

arkets have been a feature of 
.Prince Albert since 1855 when 
Governor George Grey gave permission 
for the town to hold them. Over the years 
we have seen interesting characters come 
and go. We've seen the rise and fall of 
pancakes, frozen lamb, knitted tea- 
cosies, assorted knickers, venison pies 
and more. But some stalwarts remain, 
enjoying a brisk trade and friendly chat 
at the Saturday morning market in 
Church Street. 



The Good Health Stall 

Sue Goosen made her first appearance at 
the market about three years ago. She 
began by selling sweet peas and surplus, 
home-grown vegetables. "I enjoyed it so 
much," she said, "that I began thinking 
about a less seasonal product that could 
be sold year-round." 

Sue used various health food products 
herself but, as the nearest supplier was in 
Oudtshoorn, it meant a three-hour drive 
(there and back) whenever she ran out of 
something. She was sure there were other 
people in Prince Albert who must also 
use these products... so she decided to 
start a 'Good Health' stall with a small 
range and see what demand there might 
be. "I have been supplying health-food 
related items for 18 months now," she 
said, "and business is growing nicely ... I 
had expected to sell mainly to locals, but 
in fact visitors are very supportive too. 

"It's a very sociable morning," she goes 
on, "and the best times are when the 
'markie' is filled with friends enjoying 
coffee and pannekoek together ... there's 
a great vibe and visitors love the fact that 
everyone seems to know each other. The 
Tourism Association upgraded the stalls 
last year and also provide tables, chairs 
and umbrellas ! " 

As a pharmacist Sue is well qualified to 
run such a stall. Having spent 35 years in 
the retail health sector, she believes that 
good nutrition influences both physical 
and mental health. "I now stock almost a

hundred different lines, ranging from the 
more obvious such as seeds (pumpkin, 
sesame, linseed, sunflower), grains (oats, 
couscous, basmati rice), dried fruit (dates, 
cranberries, apricots) and nuts (almonds, 
cashews, macadamias, etc) to the less 
well known goji berries, quinoa and Hi- 
malayan rock salt. A range of trail mixes, 
low GI biscuits, cholesterol-free 
chips and snack bars are also popular and 
I make up gift packs for Christmas and 
on request. Freshness and quality, espe- 
cially of the nuts, are paramount, so I 
keep small stocks and order frequently. " 

Sue is now sourcing products directly 
from suppliers for example sunflower 
seed spread and Biedouw Valley teas. 
She also makes date balls and delicious, 
additive-free, vegetable soups herself. 

Sue is happy for folk to call at the house 
during the week (Tel 023 5411 558) and 
can order any items listed by Health Con- 
nection.

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An Evening with Picasso

Pablo Picasso was born in southern 
Spain in 1881; he lived for 92 years 
and died in France in 1971. However, on 
a chilly evening in June, John Begg and 
Judy Maguire brought him back to life in 
St John's Church Hall with words and 
pictures in a programme entitled An Eve- 
ning With Picasso. 

John had spent months preparing an in- 
vestigative history of the artist and many 
examples of his huge range of work were 
projected on the wall for all to see. And 
despite the cold, young and old Prince 
Alberters packed the hall to capacity. 

We learned that Picasso was without 
doubt a child prodigy, drawing before he 
could talk and selling some of his art by 
the age of nine. His early work revealed 
a talent of astonishing maturity. He may 
also have been influenced by African art 
and painted his famous, rule-breaking 
Les Demoiselles d 'Avignon casting aside 
traditional realism and changing art for- 
ever. Picasso and his friend, George 
Braque, stormed into a new way of look- 
ing at things, together producing distor- 
tion and fragmentation in a hitherto un- 
imagined flood of what became so fa- 
mously known as Cubism. 

At that point in the evening the audience 
was taken skilfully through a range of 
Picasso's work with examples of 
Picasso's various periods of activity and

Michael Brunner revealed some of the art- 
ist' s personality... an indefinable chaos of 
emotions and ego. 

He was driven by his reaction to current 
events and painted tirelessly, standing at 
his easel for up to eight hours, often pro- 
ducing four paintings at a time. He chal- 
lenged the art world as no artist had ever 
done. His painting, Guernica, depicting the 
bombing of a small town during the Span- 
ish Civil War may be regarded as one of 
the greatest revelations of an artist's emo- 
tions, the painting's brutal vibrancy reflect- 
ing Picasso's utter abhorrence of war.

/ Know This Much Is True 
By Wally Lamb 

This is a really thick book with 901 pages 
in its first hardback edition. But don't be 
put off by the weight of it. If you are at all 
curious about what goes on in the minds 
and hearts of your fellow human beings 
you will be enthralled, entertained and 
enlightened from the start. 

Why? 

Because it is one of the most acclaimed 
novels of our time. It's a story of alienation 
and connection, devastation and renewal... 
joyous, heart-breaking, poignant, mystical, 
and powerfully, profoundly human. 



The story takes place in Three Rivers, Con- 
necticut, but the setting is inconsequential. 
The topics it explores unflinchingly (mental 
illness, dysfunctional families, domestic 
abuse) are delivered with unsparing hon- 



esty. But thanks to well-sustained dra- 
matic tension, quirky gallows' humour 
and some shocking surprises, this fasci- 
nating story of one family's dark secrets 
and recurring patterns of behaviour will 
remain with the reader for a long, long 
time. 

The narrative explores the theme of sib- 
ling responsibility, depicting the moral 
and emotional riddle of an identical twin 
whose love for his afflicted brother is 
mixed with resentment, bitterness and 
guilt. 

Narrator Dominick Birdsey, once a high- 
school history teacher and now, at 40, a 
housepainter in upstate Connecticut, re- 
lates the process that led to his twin Tho- 
mas's schizophrenic paranoia and the re- 
sulting chaos in both their lives. After all 
Dominick takes his responsibility seri- 
ously since he promised his dying mother, 
"I'll take care of him for you, Ma. I'll 
make sure he's safe. You can go now." 



Thomas suffers from paranoid schizo- 
phrenia. With medication, he can func- 
tion properly and work at a coffee stand, 
but occasionally he has severe schizo- 
phrenic episodes. Thinking he is making 
a sacrificial protest that will stop the war 
in the Middle East, Thomas cuts off his 
own hand in a public library. Dominick 
sees him through the ensuing decision not 
to attempt to reattach the hand, and 
makes efforts on his behalf to free him 
from what he knows to be an inadequate 
and depressing hospital for the dangerous 
mentally ill. 

"It's not just a book, it's a life experi- 
ence," said Oprah when it was featured in 
her Book Club in 1998. So, no it's not a 
new book, but it's one that you will never 
forget. And you are sure to keep recom- 
mending to friends (and maybe even 
strangers) every time the subject of good 
books and good reading comes up.

In the background, fires 
hiss and sizzle as several adults braai 
lamb chops, wors and sarmies for about 
40 children. Bowls of potato salad and 
cold drinks stand on a long table nearby. 

At the end of the rough and tumble game 
of soccer with several goals and own 
goals scored, Dean catches his breath to 
explain why he organised a fun day for 
disadvantaged children of Prince Albert. 
"My family has been visiting Prince Al- 
bert regularly for the last two years. I turn 
13 this year, my Bar Mitzvah year when I 
have to do a charitable project or make a 
donation to an organisation. Our syna- 
gogue's slogan for the year is "Let's help 
those in need" and I decided to go for it!" 

Once Dean decided that he wanted to host 
a day for needy children in Prince Albert, 
heand his mother, Jolene, approached 
Maruschka Erasmus at Badisa for help in 
identifying children who would benefit 
the most.

Dean in 
turn invited three friends, Aaron Sher, 
Adam Gorin and Kieren Bayhack, who like 
him are in Grade 7 at Herzliah School in 
Cape Town and are also celebrating Bar 
Mitzvahs this year to join him and his fam- 
ily. Deon's son, Willie, also is an enthusias- 
tic participant in the game of soccer. 

After enjoying the hearty lunch - a tiny 
chap called Jakob tells the Friend that he ate 
three lamb chops - the youngsters choose an 
outfit each from boxes of clothes and what 
is left over, is donated to Badisa. Dean 
smiles broadly as he describes the day: "It 
was a milestone in my life and this is not the 
last time that I'll get involved in worthwhile 
community projects." He thanks Maruschka 
for her help and compliments the local kids 
on their soccer-playing prowess and tenac- 
ity. He talks of how important his Bar 
Mitzvah is in his life: "It marks my becom- 
ing a man and taking on responsibilities."
